The custom of buying opinions of lawyers 
for publication, to effect specific objects, is 
revived from time to time, much to the profit 
of legal gentlemen, but very little to the ed- 
ification of the public. When the rage war 
rife for State Bonds, many years ago, the 
“territories putin for ashare also, Ar- 
kansas and Florida made faith bonds.— 
Mr. Senator Sevier ndertook to sell the for- 
mer, and Col, Guirble the latter. Each of 
these gentlemen was President of a real es- 
tate bank, to be started with the proceeds of 
the money, When the money kings of 
London had these bounds thrust under their 
noses, the question was started whether ter- 
ritories could legally ixsue bonds. ‘To set~ 
tle this question, five leading lawyers were 
selécied and feed to pronounce upon the 
following questions: 

First—Whcther, under the act of Congress 
and itssubsequent amendments erganizing 
the territory of Florida, the legislative pow- 
er of the Governor and Council extends to 
the creation of banks? 

Second— Whether, after a sale of the ter~ 
ritory bonds described in the sections refer- 
red to, it is competent for Congress to re- 
pealthe act of incerporation and annul 
contracts made under It? 

‘Third— Whether, after becoming a State, 
the Stnte of Florida can release herself from 
the obligations entered into as a Territory, 
under provisions of the act in question, 

These questions were submitted to James 
Kent, of New York, Horace Binney, of 
Philadelphia, Peter A. Jay, and Daniel 
Webster. The answers were briefly as fol- 
lows. 


Ist Quest. 21. 3d 
James Kent 3 Yes. No, No 
Horace Binney . . Yes, Yes. No. 
Peter A. Jay. . Yes. Yes, No. 
Daniel Webster . a Nea, wow No. 


These gentlemen concurred that the terri- 
tory had the right to incorporate the bank— 
but in relation to power of Congress to re- 
peal, Mr. Kent dened it altogether. Mr. 
Binney and Mr. Jay both claimed that Con- 
gress had the right to repeal the charter 
but not annul rights accrued under it 
Daniel Webster's opinion was as follows: 


“'T am of opinion that Congress has an 
absolute power to repeal any laws of the 
Territory whatever rights have accrued un- 
der it in the menntime. It is reseved pow- 
er, and its existence is supposed to be known 
to all who take grants under the Teritory 
Legislature.’’ 


A Hindoo Lie Nailed. 


The annexed letter from General Scott, 
effectually nails a hindoo lie that has» been 
pretty extensively circulated: 


New York, March 1, 1855. 

Geatlemen: I have just received through 
the Hon, Mr. Hibbard, M. C,, at Washing- 
ton, your joint letter dated the 24th ultimo, 
in which you say to me that, in some recent 
political address, delivered in your neighbor- 
hood ard in your presence, the speaker de- 
clared substantia!'y that in the last Presiden-

“Bishop Hughes of New York, propored 
to Gen, Scott to sell the Catholic vote, who 
hesitated to reply; when the proposition 
waa made to Gen, Pierce and accepted, and 
a Jesuit was placed at ihe head of the Post 
Office Department. 

“That Bishop Hughes’ demands were as- 
sented to by the party to whom he first pro- 
posed, excopt thathe demanded a Cabinet 
officer, upon which you hesitated; and the 
proposition was made to Gen, Pierce aud he 
assented. ’* 

And your letter to me is thus concluded :— 

«Believing the ststementto be false and 
basely calumuious of ihe fair fame of your- 
selfand the other distinguished gentleman 
implicated thereby, we would respecttully 
request of yoa to inform us at your earliest 
convenience whether the statement of Mr. 
-~—-—, 80 far as it relates to vou, is true.”

LUTELY FALSE, andJI have no doubt they 
are epually so inrespect to my political friends 
and opponents in the canvass alluded to.

One half of this may be shipped to Europe, 
and its value and carriage will add to the
